Inrenzsvina Reminiscences. O¥ THE = + 
Garat Srévesman AND Orator. 

My acquaintance with Daniel Webster was 
begun in. the Court-room, where, we often 
met, Te was forty years old when he camo 
to Boston from Now Hampsbire, I was at 
that time twonty-three, _ Justabout this time 
tho Spanish claims-eame up. But I inust 
explain -them, Our merchants claimed 
$20,000,000 of Spain for losses suffered 
diriig the Napoleonic wars, Spain admitted 
their claims so far. as to let us have the 
Floridas and pay us also.$5,000,000- besides: 
This sum of'mouey was to be divided among 
the claimants, Three commissidners were 
to be appointed; before whom the. claimants, 
were to be heard. Parsons was employed by 
the Boston merchants to look after their 


‘clains—which were immense, in’ fact, the 


larger part of the whole sum. They desired 
Wobster to be with bim, and he approached: 
hima on the subject. He expressed a willing-, 
ness to go’ to Washington, They. armnged 
the feo and we put the sgreemont in writing. 
Tf the sum recovered wi% so much, be was to 
havo five por cent; if s0 much more, two and. 
a half. We went on to Washington. When 
we got,to Philadelphia, he was approachéd 
by the merchants there and paked to repre- 
sent them. Weasked mo if I thought the 
Boston merchants would object. I told him 
I thought not; unless the interests conflicted ; 
if go, they would. , He deaired me ‘to asce 
tain. I-did so, and found the matter a 
have stuted. “Webster then bargained with 
them: ‘Ho received two thousand dollars in 
hand as a retainer, The next day he’ spent 
this two thousand dollora in buying a silver 
service. He was in Washington three years 
in looking after these interests. At the end 
of the time -ho got, possession of tho money, 
I called to sea hima, He, said, was there not 
something said abouts maximuno feo for me, 
Mr, Parsons? said to him, yes,-a great 
deal was said about it and written, too, 
(840,000 was tho maximum fited.) Mr. 
Parsons, said he, tha caloulations are long 
and tedious. . Just let me give cheques for 95 
percent. of the whole amount. We cai 
arrange the calculations very well. We can 
first put the accotints into tho bands of an 
accountant, and’ be' can ‘figure it out ina 
whole day and make it all plain. Well, tha 
truth of itis, Mr. Parsons, I have‘ spent the 
$20,000 long ago. Now you arrange jt for 
moe, write and tell-these men that they never 
oxpeotod to do this well—that this is abrand 
snatched from the fire—and get them to take 
ninety-five per cent. I promised to do 50, 
and did write ta the leqding merchants, who 
controlled ‘about three-fourths, They enid 
all very well, tho less creditors dare not s&y 
anything about it, You need not write to 
thom. In drawing this cheque he did not 
deduct the five per ‘cent. “Tn got about 
$60,000 out.of these claims, Ho thon began 
to build. an elegant ‘house, but’ secon found 
himeelf hopelessly in debt again. He. did 
not séam to know: that money was money. 
His income was large, but his’ 


almost all'thé remainder-of his life. He did 
not do mich’ business, but ‘he ‘had ‘a large 
income. ‘He once told x friend that: it averag- 
ed $20,000 a year. He grow to be amus- 
ingly indifferent to money and debt. The 
clerk ofan attorney, one practicing in hia 
office, said to him, Mr, A. sent me to tell you 
that your note would fall daein a day or two.

SHOWERS OF BLOOD. AND OTHER 
° WONDERS. 

Aside from the ordinary falls. of rain, 
bail, and snow, ‘the history of meteoric 
phenomena ‘affords’ many instances of ex- 
traordinary showers from tho sky, which 
have often carried terror to the minds of the 
ignorant and superstitions. Such, for ex- 
ample, are the showers of blood to which 
Homer alludes ag, presaging the death of 
Fimany valiaut berosa, which Plutarch men- 
tions as occurring after. sanguinary battlos. 
Many instances of blood-rain are chronicled 
of later date than the-commencement of the 
Christian ora, “Blood ia said to have fallen’ 


on | 


in. Paris in the year 582, to the great terror 
of ‘the inhabitants. Jo 1244 the same 

henomenon was witnessed in several parts. 
of Germany; and it is recorded that in 


March, 1181, a: rain of blood continued for 7 


three days in France aid Germany., Durin; 
this dreadful period o luminous cross is'sai 
to have appeared in the sky. Abuut the 
beginning of July, 1608, one of these pre- 
tended showers of blood. gccurred in Pro- 
vence. The priests, either, deceived: thom- 
solves or wishing to impos® on tho oredulity 
of the ‘people, saw in this event the direct 
agency of the arch-enomy of mankind. Hap- 
pily « maui of sense and learning, M. Peirese, 
examined with great care some. of the clots 
of blood «which adhered to the walle of the 
ehureh of Aix, and soon discovered that they 
were only excreta of butterflies, preat swarms 
of which had filled tha dir in that. neigh- 
bourhood for several weeks, “Not a traca of 
blood had-been found in the centre. of the 
city, where the butterflies had not been 
observed. So a very commonplace discovery 
tobbed ‘the blood-rain of all its terrors. 
Coloured showers bare been too often observ- 
ed in our own day to permit us to doubt the 
oceurrénee of the same phenomena in ancient 
times. The error was in attributing them to 
a supernatural cause, ‘ . 
Showers of locusts, of frequent dvcurrence 
in the East, aro dua.to the immense swarms 


of these nomadic‘insects caught by strong |: 


and carried oft. 
tance these ‘swarms have’ the appearance'of a 
black thunder-clowd. * They conceal the sun ; 
as far-as the eye-can reach they blacken the 
sky and cover the ground.’,. Branches ‘of 
trees’ crush under their weight, and grain 
fields look as ifan army had marched over 
thom. ‘Wherever they alight. tho * whole 
aspect of the country becomes changed in a 
day. Great harvests disappear as. if -by| 
magic, and brown and Tarren fields’ marie 
the course of their devastating’ march. 

A few instances ‘sre on record where the 
common bédtle, has descended in showers, 
like the locust,. covering great regions of 
country, and devouring every green thing, 
Figuier’ relates thut.on the 18th of May, 
1882, a shower of beetles assailed a diligence 
near the village of Talmontier, France, with
